Hox.  Charles  H.  Bell,  of  Exeter,  was  born  in  Chester,  and  is  57  years  of  age. 
He  comes  from  a  historic  family,  and  is  the  son  of  Hon.  John  Bell  and  a  nephew 
of  Hon.  Samuel  Bell,  both  of  whom  served  in  the  gubernatorial  chair  of  the  state. 
He  attended  school  at  Exeter  and  Pembroke  acadeuiies,  and  graduated  from  Dart- 
mouth College  in  1844,  at  the  age  of  20.  On  leaving  college  he  studied  law  with 
Bell  (James)  ct  Tuck  of  Exeter,  and  afterwards  pursued  his  legal  studies  with 
his  cousin.  Samuel  D.  Bell.  He  commem-ed  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  his 
native  town,  and  in  1849  moved  to  Great  Falls  and  entered  into  a  law  partnership 
with  Nathaniel  Mills.  In  18.54  he  removed  to  Exeter,  where  he  continued  his 
practice.  In  1856  was  appointed  solicitor  of  Rockingham  county,  and  held  the 
otHce  for  ten  years.  Was  elected  a  member  of  the  legislature  in  1858  and 
served  as  chairman  of  the  judiciary  committee;  was  reelected  in  185!)  and  again 
in  ISnO,  and  speaker  the  latter  year,  serving  with  distinction.  In  1863-64  was 
a  member  of  the  senate,  and  was  president  the  latter  year.  In  1872-78  was  again 
chosen  to  the  house,  :ind  was  the  recognized  leader  of  his  party  in  that  branch. 
In  1869  he  was  tempoi-arily  appointed  U.  S.  senator  to  till  a  vacancy  caused  by  the 
expiration  of  a  term.  For  ten  years  past  he  has  been  president  of  the  X.  H. 
Historical  Society,  and  takes  a  lively  interest  in  its  work.  He  is  married  and 
attends  the  Unitarian  church.     Was  formerly  a  Whig.

Dlst.  No.  1 — Thomas  G.  Jameson,  Somersworth.  Republican,  Baptist,  superin- 
tendent of  the  Great  Falls  Gas-light  Co.,  married;  ao-e.  .57.  Born  in  Gushing,  Me. ; 
son  of  Rev.  Thonias  Jameson,  a  Baptist  clergyman,  now  deceased.  Educated  in 
the  common  schools,  and  removed  to  Great  Falls  in  1846,  and  entered  the  employ 
of  the  Great  Falls  Manufacturing  Company  to  learn  the  machinists'  trade,  and 
continued  with  the  company  as  a  machinist  until  1864.  when  he  took  charge  of  the 
out-door  work,  water  works,  &c.  This  position  he  held  until  1876.  when  he  resigned 
and  was  appointed  to  the  position  which  he  now  retains.  He  owns  a  large  stock 
and  hay  farm  of  about  six  hundred  acres,  near  the  village,  where  he  resides.  He 
is  a  member  of  Libauus  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  of  St.  Paul 
Commandery  of  Knights  Templar.  Member  of  the  legislature  in  1867  and  1868, 
serving  both  years  on  the  committee  on  elections.

Is  now  president  of  Merrimack  County 
Savings  Bank,  trustee  of  Loan  and  Trust  Savings  Bank,  director  of  National  State 
Capital  Bank,  director  of  Page  Belting  Company,  treasurer  of  X.  H.  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society,  and  vice-president  of  board  of  trustees  of  Kimball  Union  Academy. 
Was  presidential  elector  in  1872,  and  was  New  Hampshire  commissioner  at  the 
consecration  of  the  Gettvsburg  Cemetery,  in  November.  1863.  Member  of  the 
legislature  in  1860-61-66-67. 

Dist.  No.  3 — John  W.  Wheeler,  Salem.  Republican.  Methodist,  married; 
age,  53.  Born  in  Salem.  Educated  at  Northfield  Academy.  Has  held  various 
town  offices.     Member  of  the  house  in  1868-69-75-76,  and  of  the  senate  in  1877-78. 

Dist.  No.  4 — George  H.  Stowell,  Claremont.  Republican.  Universalist,  hard- 
ware merchant,  married;  age,  45.  Born  in  Cornish,  Oct.  28,  1835;  and  has  resided 
at  Springfield.  Vt.,  and  at  Claremont,  since.  Educated  there,  and  has  held  the 
various  towu  offices.  Member  of  Gov.  Prescotfs  staff  in  1878-79,  member  of  the 
legislature  in  1873-74,  member  of  the  senate  in  1875-79. 

Dist.  No'.  5 — Arthur  L.  Meserve,  Bartlett.  Douiocrat,  Liberal,  merchant, 
single;  age,  43.  Born  in  Bartlett,  and  has  always  loided  there.  Educated  in  the 
common  schools,  and  has  always  had  a  taste  for  literary  pursuits,  and  has  written 
considerably  for  the  press.  Is  one  of  the  leading  citizens  in  his  section  of  the 
state,  and  was  elected  by  a  very  large  majorit\\  after  receiving  the  unanimous 
nomination  of  his  party  for  councillor.

The  Senate  is  composed  of  twenty-four  members,  viz. :  Republicans  sixteen. 
Democrats  eight,  total  twenty-four.  % 

The  oldest  member  of  the  board  is  Hon.  Sherburne  R.  Merrill  of  Colebrook.  who 
is  71;  the  youngest  member  is  Hon.  E.  F.  Maun  of  Benton,  who  is  35,  born 
Sept.  7,  18-15. — while  Hon.  J.  C.  Moore  is  also  35,  but  was  born  Aug.  12,  1845. 
Our  statistics  are  confined  to  those  from  whoui  we  have  complete  returns.  Four 
of  the  members  are  between  30  and  40  years  Of  age ;  six  between  40  and  50 ;  eight 
between  50  and  60.  and  five  between  00  and  70.  The  members  are  all  natives  of 
the  state,  except  four ;  five  were  born  in  the  towns  in  which  they  now  reside ;  two 
in  Maine;  one  in  Massachusetts,  and  one  in  Ireland.  None  are  graduates  of  col- 
leges ;  seven  received  an  academical  education ;  one  graduated  from  a  medical 
college,  and  the  remainder  had  only  the  advantages  attbrded  bj^  the'district  or 
common  and  high  schools.  Nine  have  been  members  of  the  house,  and  four  of 
the  senate,  and  one  of  both  branches. 

Three  are  Methodists ;  three  Congregationalists ;  three  Universalists ;  two  Free 
Baptists ;  and  one  each  Baptist,  Episcopal,  Protestant,  Latent,  no  preference ;  and 
seven  no  preferences  reported. 

The  profession  or  occupation  of  members  is  as  follows :  manufacturers,  five ; 
merchants,  five;  farmers,  two;  fanner  and  currier,  farmer  and  merchant,  banker, 
banker  and  manufacturer,  bank  treasurer,  builder,  jeweller,  lumber  dealer,  marble- 
worker,  physician,  publisher,  and  railroad  conductor,  one  each. 


Chase,  Amos  C.  Kingston,  Rockingham  District,  No.  21.  Republican,  Con^re- 
gationalist,  carriage  manufacturer,  married ;  age,  48.  Born  in  Kingston  and  has 
always  lived  there.  Is  a  successful  business  man.  Commenced  as  a  carriage 
painter.     Member  of  the   legislature  in  1877. 

Clougii,  JOSEI'II  H.,  New  London,  Plymouth  District,  No.  4.  Republican. 
Protestant,  farmer,  married;  age,  52.  Born  in  Sunapee;  at  the  age  of  12  his 
parents  moved  to  New  London.  Left  home  at  the  age  of  18,  and  worked  in  a 
mill  at  Lowell  five  years,  and  then  worked  on  the  Amoskeag  Corporation  at 
Manchester.  In  1857  removed  to  New  London,  and  in  18(J0  accepted  a  lucrative 
position  on  the  Atlantic  Corporation  in  J^awi-ence.  Was  the  first  to  offer  his 
services  when  the  war  broke  out,  and  served  as  first  lieutenant  in  1st  N.  H. 
Volunteers,  then  cai)tain  in  the  4th.  After  three  years'  service  in  the  4th  was 
commissioned  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  18th.  and  brevetted  brigadier-general  on 
tlie  field  by  order  of  General  O.  B.  Wilcox,  Was  wounded  at  the  Petersburg 
Mine  fight,  July.  30,  18U4.  Since  the  war  has  lived  in  New  London;  was  11  years 
in  the  mail  service,  leaving  it  in  1800  ;  and  lias  lived  on  his  farm  since.    Is  connected 
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with  the  state  militia  as  brigadier-general  oomnianding  X.  H.  N.  G. ;  and  lias  had 
command  at  the  inauguration  of  every  governor  of  the  state  now  living,  except 
Governor  Berry.    Member  of  the  legislature  in  1866.     Formerly  a  Fi-ee  Soiler. 

CoOLEDGE,  Cornelius,  Hillsborough,  Hillsborough  District,  No.  8.  Democrat, 
latent  religious  preferences,  farmer,  married ;  age.  52.  Born  in  Hillsborough,  educat- 
ed in  the  common  schools.  At  the  age  of  15  went  to  Boston  as  clerk  in  a  grocery  store ; 
afterwards  at  the  mills  in  Lancaster,  Mass..  two  years.  In  1849  went  to  California 
and  engaged  in  mining  and  trading  six  years,  returning  to  the  old  homestead  in 
1855,  and  has  since  resided  there.  His  ancestors  were  all  farmers  antl  he  has  taken 
a  lively  interest  in  agricultural  as  well  as  political  and  public  affairs,  and  was  one 
of  the  leading  spirits  in  the  organization  of  the  Contoocook  Agricultural  Society, 
of  which  he  was  elected  president.  His  good  judgment  is  largely  and  safely 
relied  upon  by  his  fellow  cttizens  in  all  business  matters.  He  is  an  earnest  Demo- 
crat, but  has  always  received  more  than  a  straight  party  suppoit.  when  a  candi- 
date for  office.  Has  held  the  various  town  offices.  Member  of  the  legislature  in 
1864-65,  member  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  in  1876,  senator  in  1879. 

Cox,  Alfred  A.,  Enfield,  Lebanon  District.  No.  3.  Republican,  lumber  dealer, 
married;  age,  55.  Born  in  Centre  Harbor,  lived  in  ^Nloultonborough  till  1860,  and 
has  resided  in  EnfleW  twenty-one  years.  Sheriff  ot  Grafton  county  three  years, 
from  June,  1876.  Member  of  Governor  Cheney's  staff;  member  of  the  legislature  in 
1865-66. 

CuMMiNGS,  George  W.,  Franeestown,  Peterborough  District,  No.  15.  Kepubli- 
can,  banker,  married;  age,  37.  Born  in  Nelson.  Educated  at  Appleton  Academy. 
New  Ipswich.  Served  an  apprenticeship  to  the  printing  business  in  the  New 
Hampshire  Sentinel  office  at  Keene.  Enlisted  as  private  in  tlie  1st  New  Hamp- 
shire Cavalry,  and  discharged  at  close  of  the  war  us  second-lieutenant.  In  1866 
formed  a  partnership  witli  his  brother.  John  A.  Cummings  (now  mayor  of 
Somerville.  Mass.),  and  carried  on  the  printers'  and  Siationers' business  in  Boston 
till  the  spring  of  1873.  Has  resid^  in  this  state  since  then,  and  is  at  present 
cashier  of  First  National  Bank  of  Francestowu.     Has  held  various  town  offices. 

Curtice,  Grovenor  A..  Hopkinton,  Merrimack  District.  No.  9.  Republican, 
Methodist,  merchant,  married ;  age,  39.  Born  in  Dempster,  educated  in  the  com- 
mon scihools,  and  at  Henniker  and  Hopkinton  academies.  Enlisted  as  private  in 
Co.  D,  7th  N.  H.  Vols.,  and  served  till  the  close  of  the  war.  participating  in  all 
the  battles  in  which  the  regiment  was  engaged  ;  was  promoted  to  sergeant,  orderly- 
sergeant,  and  captain  ;  wounded  at  Fort  Wagner,  S.  C.  Spent  the  winter  of  1871-72 
at  the  South,  and  visited  most  of  the  principal  battlefields  from  V^irginia  to 
Florida.  Has  held  all  the  various  town  offices.  Member  of  the  legislature  in 
1875-77. 

Fairbanks,  George  H.,  Newport,  Sullivan  District,  No.  7.  Republican,  Metho- 
dist, merchant  and  farmer,  married;  age,  50.  Born  in  Francestown,  and  has 
lived  in  Newport  forty  years.  Educated  at  Newport.  Town  collector  for  several 
years.     Member  of  the  legislature  in  1877.

Tilden,  and  assisted  largely  ^iu  electing  him.  Member  of  the  legislature  from 
Durham  in  1868-69,  and  from  Newmarket  in  1876-77.

HOUSE. 

The  present  House  of  Representatives  is  composed  of  293  members.  The  politi- 
cal complexion  is  as  follows :     Eepublicaus  179,  Democrats  114,  total  293. 

We  are  without  returns  from  a  few  members;  but  the  names,  residences,  and 
politics  of  the  delinquent  ones  a])pear  in  their  proper  places  in  these  sketches.  Of 
the  members  from  whom  we  have  complete  returns,  the  followino^  facts  are  col- 
lated: The  oldest  member  is  George  E.  Leonard  of  Warren,  who  is  71,  June  10. 
Ransom  Fletcher  of  Piermont  will  also  attain  the  same  age  in  December.  The 
youngest  member  is  Thomas  M.  Fra}'  of  Dover,  who  is  24;  Samuel  Hall  of  Rol- 
linsford  comes  next,  being  25.  Ten  of  the  members  are  between  20  and  30  years 
of  age ;  fifty-four,  between  30  and  40 ;  seventy-eight,  between  40  and  50 ;  one  hun- 
dred and  two.  between  50  and  (JO ;  and  sixty-one,  between  00  and  70.  All  but 
thirty-six  were  born  in  the  state;  the  phices  of  birth  of  these  are  as  follows:  one 
in  Canada;  two  in  Connecticut ;  one  in  England;  one  in  German}^;  three  in  Ire- 
land; seven  in  Maine ;  ten  in  Massachusetts;  one  in  New  Brunswick;  three  in 
New  York;  one  in  Rhode  Island;  one  in  Scotland;  and  six  in  Vermont.  One 
hundred  and  thirteen  are  natives  of  the  towns  they  represent ;  sixty-two  have  had 
legislative  experience;  seventeen  received  a  collegiate  education,  Jifty-one  an  aca- 
demic course,  and  the  remainder  were  educated  at  the  common,  private,  and  high 
schools.  There  are  twenty-three  single  men  in  the  house;  but  eight  of  them  have 
been  married,  and  lost  their  wives.  All  the  multitudinous  occupations  are  em- 
braced.

ters, two;  cashiers,  two;  clergymen,  two;  law  students,  two;  lumber  dealers, 
two ;  mill  superintendents,  two ;  overseers,  two ;  painters,  two ;  farmei's  and  mer- 
chants, two ;  shoemakers,  two ;  teachers,  two ;  and  one  each  of  forty-live  other 
different  occupations.
